Fulton County’s Unbridled 
Learning Scores for both student 
and school accountability were 
released to the public Friday, 
Nov. 2. The school staff was 
able to start a preliminary review 
of the data Wednesday, Oct. 
31. The teachers met Monday, 
Nov. 5 to conduct an intensive 
review of the data and to start 
the planning process for writing 
the Comprehensive School 
Improvement Plans (CSIP). 
Under the new data system the 
Fulton County Schools were 
listed in the Needs Improvement 
Category with the elementary 
school (grades 3-5), and the 
high school (grades 9-12) noted 
as Focus Schools. The middle 
school (grades 6-8) was only 
listed in the Needs Improvement 
Category. Seventy percent of 
the schools in Kentucky were 
listed in the Needs Improvement 
Category during the first year of 
a new accountability system. 
The scores in the state ran from 
just over 90 for the highest 


performing school to 30’s for 
the lowest performing school. 
The scores for Fulton County 
are as follows: 42.5 elementary 
- state elementary avg. 57.3; 
49.1 middle school - state 
middle school avg. 53.5; 41.6 
high school - state high school 
avg. 54.8; and 44.4 for the 
district - state district avg. 55.2. 
Each school will be required to 
revise the CSIP with the goal of 
student and school improvement 
specifically addressing 

their needs in the areas of 
Achievement, Gap, Growth, 
College/Career Readiness, and 
Graduation Rate. 

Mr. Bledsoe stated, “Each 
school has a particular 
component(s) that they need 
to work on. The new system 
has set higher standards that 
we must meet as compared to 
College/Career Readiness. The 
high school will be working 
on education for students with 
disabilities, gap groups, and

Fulton County Dispatch now in operation 


On Tuesday, Oct. 30, at ap¬ 
proximately 5:30 p.m., the Ful¬ 
ton County Dispatch began op¬ 
erations. “This has been a vision 
of many for several years, today 
it became a reality,” stated Ful¬ 
ton County Sheriff Bobby Hop¬ 
per. The new dispatch center is 
a stand-alone operation under 
the direction of Sheriff Hopper. 
The County Dispatch is housed 
within the Fulton County Deten¬ 
tion Center’s facility located at 
2010 South 7th Street, in Hick¬ 
man, Ky. 

Over the past years the Fulton 
County Sheriff’s Office (FCSO) 
has been dispatched primarily 
by the Fulton Police Department 
and secondary by the Hickman 
Police Department. The FCSO 
is grateful for the years of ser¬ 
vice both agencies have pro¬ 
vided the FCSO and this com¬ 
munity in dispatching. 

Agencies that the Fulton 
County Dispatch Center will be 
dispatching for are the FCSO, 


Fulton Police Department, Ful¬ 
ton Fire Department, Tri-Cit¬ 
ies Ambulance Service, Fulton 
County Rescue Squad, and the 
Cayce Fire Department. To 
reach any of these agencies you 
can continue to use the same 
phone numbers that you have in 
the past. In case of emergencies 
you can dial 911 and it will be 
routed to the County Dispatch 
Center. After hour emergencies 
for the City of Fulton Public 
Works and the City of Fulton 
Electric System can be made to 
the County Dispatch Center. If 
you choose to contact the Coun¬ 
ty Dispatch Center directly the 
phone number is 270-236-3015. 

If you have a residential 
alarm and live outside the City 
of Hickman you are advised to 
contact your alarm company 
and give them the new County 
Dispatch Center number (270- 
236-3015). 

Sheriff Hopper is grateful to 
everyone that made this pos¬ 


sible. With the new Dispatch 
Center it is another tool that the 
FCSO can utilize to provide the 
citizens of Fulton County the 
service they deserve.

Almost 30 years old 

A.R.K. is seeking individuals and 
churches to revitalize its ministry 


Alternative Resources for 
Kentuckians (A.R.K.) was es¬ 
tablished in 1983 after a need 
was recognized to help those un¬ 
able to help themselves in Ful¬ 
ton County. The first meeting of 
the group founding A.R.K. was 
held at the First United Method¬ 
ist Church at Cayce in July of 
1983. 

After almost 30 years in exis¬ 
tence, A.R.K. is now looking for 
individuals and area churches to 
become involved in this, still 
needed, work. 

The ministry of A.R.K. is 
guided by a Board of Directors, 
which over time has dwindled. 
The board represents various 
parts of the county and with the 
help of the Fulton County Fis¬ 


cal Court they continue to assist 
those in need. 

The three main basic needs, 
which A.R.K. seeks to assist in 
the community, are food, medi¬ 
cal, and utilities. Fire victims are 
given emergency lodging. On a 
case-by-case basis, A.R.K. may 
help with other needs if funds 
are available. 

In 2009 A.R.K. helped 75 
families with all the basic needs 
or about 300 people. 

So far in 2012, A.R.K. helped 
56 families in the first eight 
months of the year. This year’s 
assistance has been provided to 
approximately 224 people.

So many people work behind the 
scenes in different situations and sce¬ 
narios throughout the city of Hickman 
and Fulton County. One of those peo¬ 
ple was the late David Scarborough, 
Jr. Scarborough, 35, died last week 
after injuries sustained in a tragic ac¬ 
cident in Weakley County, Tenn. 

Scarborough, the husband of Lee 
Ann (Fakes) Scarborough and the 
father of Mendi Brooke Scarbor¬ 
ough, Katilin Sills and Josh Sills, 
did a lot of work for the Fulton 
County Sheriff’s Office (FCSO). 

“He didn’t work directly for 
the sheriff’s office,” stated Da¬ 
vid Thomas with the FCSO. - 
“We used David for our me- ^ 
chanical work and wrecker 
tows. Much more than that, he 
was a wonderful friend that you 
could count on anytime. 

“He loved worlang and help¬ 
ing others. David was always 
available 24/7 anytime day or 
night,” continued Thomas. “He 
would drop what he was doing 
to come and help you personally 
or professionally. It didn’t mat¬ 
ter if you had the money to take 
care of the work he performed 
at the time or not, he always 
made it work. He personally 
helped me and my family out 
many times, and we will always 
be grateful for what he did. Da¬ 
vid loved his work, and looked 
at every challenge on a tow as a 


new opportunity.” 

A week later and Thomas is still having 
a hard time comprehending exactly what 
happened. “I still find it unbelievable that 
David is no longer physically with us,” 
he said. “When I got the call and text 
messages from his wife and friends af¬ 
ter what happened I was in shock, I 
kept thinking it’s got to be a dream. 

“We would talk or text each oth¬ 
er almost every day about some¬ 
thing and I am going to miss 
those,” continued Thomas. “Ev¬ 
ery Friday when I was in service I 
could always count on a text or a

Semis can cross the river on 
the Dorena-Hickman Ferry 


FERC is proposing a trunkline abandonment project in the area 


Loaded SEMI rucks may once 
again cross the Dorena-Hick¬ 
man Ferry. Water levels on the 
Mississippi River have returned 
to near normal levels following 
the sunnner drought that halted 
ferry operations for about a 
month earlier this year. 

The ferry was closed from 
June 23 to August 8 due to 
low river levels. When the 
drought conditions eased and 
water levels on the Cairo gage 
inched above the 10 ft. mark, 
the Dorena-Hickman Ferry re¬ 
sumed operations. However, 
Captain Ed Floyd had to restrict 
SEMI truck traffic. 

“We had to restrict the ferry 
to passenger vehicle traffic and 
box trucks until we gained a few 
more feet of water,” Floyd said. 
“We had to ask SEMI trucks to 
avoid crossing because the low 
water prevented the heavier 
trucks from crossing our ramps 
safely. We’re pleased to be able 
to allow larger trucks to cross 
starting today.” 

The river gage at Cairo 
jumped from about 12 ft. on 
Thursday morning to almost 16 
feet early today. The rise in the 
water level allowed the ferry 
to resume service for heavier 
trucks. 

In addition to the one month 
shut-down for low water this 
sunnner, the ferry halted river 
crossings for a couple of days 
in August to allow a dredge 
to safely remove silt from the 
Hickman Harbor bottom near 
the Kentucky Landing. While 
that dredging work gave the 
ferry some additional operat¬ 
ing depth at the landing, chronic 
low water on the Mississippi 
River has continued to force 
the Dorena-Hickman Ferry to 
exclude SEMI trucks since Au¬ 
gust. 

“At normal river levels load¬ 


ed SEMI trucks can safely cross 
our ramps for transport,” Cap¬ 
tain Floyd said. “With water 
coming downstream from wide¬ 
spread rain caused by Hurricane 
Sandy, we believe river levels 
will be stable enough that SEMI 
trucks can continue to cross 
along with passenger vehicle 
traffic for the long term.” 

The Dorena-Hickman Ferry 
connects KY 1354 at Hickman, 
Kentucky, with Missouri Route 
A and Route 77 near Dorena, 
Missouri. 

The Dorena-Hickman Ferry 
normally operates from the 
Hickman Landing with regular 
river crossings during daylight 
hours. Passage for passenger 
vehicles is $14 with additional 
tolls for trucks, motor homes, 
and vehicles pulling trailers. 
There are discounts for vehicles 
making return crossings.

A Notice of Intent to prepare 
an environmental assessment for 
the proposed trunkline mainline 
abandonment project has been 
filed. 

The staff of the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission 
(FERC or Commission) will 
prepare an environmental 
assessment (FA) that will 
discuss the environmental 
impacts of the Trunkline 
Mainline Abandonment Project 
involving abandonment of 
facilities by Trunkline Gas 
Company, LLC (Trunkline) 
located in numerous counties 
in several states, including 
Kentucky and Fulton County. 
The Commission will use this 
FA in its decision-making 
process to determine whether 
the project is in the public 
convenience and necessity. 

The notice is dated October 26 
and announces the opening of the 
scoping process the Commission 
will use to gather input from the 
public and interested agencies 
on the project. Your input will 
help the Commission staff 
determine what issues they 
need to evaluate in the FA. The 
scoping period is for 30 days 
and ends on November 26. 

The Trunkline Mainline 
Abandonment Project would 
consist of the following: 

• abandonment by transfer 
of 45.02 miles of the 24-inch- 
diameter 100-1 Loopline 
extending from Main Line Valve 
(MLV) 43-1 Buna, Texas to the 
Lonville CS near Longville, 
Louisiana; 

• abandonment by transfer 
of 725.46 miles of the 30- 
inch-diameter 100-2 Loopline 
pipeline extending from the 
Longville CS to the Tuscola CS 
near Tuscola, Illinois; 

• abandonment in-place of a 
3,000-hp compressor unit from 
the Pollock CS (Louisiana); 
a 1,050-hp compressor unit 
from the Epps CS, (Louisiana); 
four compressor units totaling 
4,200 hp from the Shaw CS 
(Mississippi); five compressor 
units totaling 5,250 hp from the 
Independence CS (Mississippi); 
and a 2,350-hp compressor unit 
from the Joppa CS (Illinois); 
and 

• abandonment of minor 
facilities at 163 sites across the 
systems, 80 of which would 
require ground disturbing 
activities 

In the EA they will discuss 
impacts that could occur as a 
result of the abandonment of the 
proposed project under these 
general headings: geology and 
soils; land use; water resources, 
fisheries, and wetlands; cultural 
resources; vegetation and 
wildlife; air quality and noise;

What is more important in 
determining how well we age 
- genetics or lifestyle choices? 

In their book Successful 
Aging, authors John W. Rowe, 
M.D., and Robert L. Kahn, 
Ph.D., share the results of a 10- 
year study by the MacArthur 
Foundation to find out how 
people can preserve and enhance 
their mental and physical health 
in later life. The research shows 
that the influence of genetics 
shrinks proportionately as we get 
older, while social and physical 
habits become more important 
to physical and mental health. 
Here are the five greatest myths 
about aging: 

• MYTH: To be old is to be 
sick. 

FACT: Older Americans 

are generally healthy. Even 
in advanced old age, an 
overwhelming majority have 
little functional disability, 
and the proportion of older 
Americans who are disabled is 
going down, not up. Only about 


8 percent of older people live in 
nursing homes; the remainder 
live in the community at large. 

• MYTH: You can’t teach an 
old dog new tricks. 

FACT: Research shows that 
older people can, and do, learn 
new things - and they learn them 
well. Three key factors predict 
strong mental functions in old 
age - regular physical activity, 
a strong social support system, 
and a belief in one’s ability to 
handle what life has to offer. 

• MYTH: The horse is out of 
the barn. 

FACT: It’s never too late to 
benefit from healthy living. Not 
only can we recover much lost 
function and decrease risk, but 
in some cases we can actually 
increase functions beyond our 
prior level. 

• MYTH: The secret to 
successful aging is to choose 
your parents wisely. 

FACT: Heredity is not as 
powerful a player as many 
assume. We now know that diet. 


exercise, and even medications 
can delay, or completely 
eliminate the emergence of 
genetic diseases. 

• MYTH: The elderly don’t 
pull their own weight. 

FACT: One third of older 
people work for pay, one- 
third work as volunteers in 
churches, hospitals and other 
organizations, and many others 
provide much-needed assistance 
to family members, friends 
and neighbors. It would take 
three million paid caregivers, 
working full time, to provide 
that assistance to sick and 
disabled people!

Arthur Hampton Brown, Jr. family settles in the area 


The Brown family had its 
beginning when James Nathaniel 
Brown married Dorcas Colon 
Shelby 1-27-1846, in Hickman 
County. The Shelby lineage 
began in Wales with the marriage 
of Phillip Shelby to Margaret in 
1673. Evan, Sr. (1690) married 
Catherine Davis in 1716. About 
1734 Evan, Sr., Catharine, and 
their six children immigrated to 
America and settled on “Black 
Walnut Point Farm” in what is 
now Franklin County, Pa. In 
1793, they moved to Frederick 
County, Maryland, and then on 
to South Carolina where Evan 
Sr. died in June 1750. Rees, 
their fourth child, born 1725, 
married Mary Blair. He died 
in South Carolina about 1802. 
They had nine children, Isaac 
(1780), the eighth child married 
Nancy Polk Blue. Holden Wade 
(1802) married Betsy Ann 
Byrd (See Byrd Biography). 
They migrated to Kentucky 
and settled in Fulton County 
on the Hickman-Fulton County 
line near Harmony Church. 
The location became known 
as “Shelby’s Corner” and still 
bears that name. In 1855 her 
married Nancy Elizabeth Little. 
They had seven children. 

James Nathaniel Brown (3-29- 


1826) drifted into the Harmony 
community from Lebanon, 
Tennessee, about 1845. He went 
to work for Mr. Shelby as a hired 
hand. He married Mr. Shelby’s 
daughter, Dorcas Colon. As 
the years passed the Shelby’s 
migrated into Missouri. As each 
left, James bought their part of 
the Homeplace. When he died 
(3-14-1901), he was known 
as one of the oldest, best and 
wealthiest citizens of the county. 
Approximately 3,000 people 
attended his funeral at Harmony 
Church. Delegations of Masons 
from six different lodges 
rendered a most impressive 
ceremony. Mr. Brown, in his 
will, left a sum to be devoted to 
the entertainment of the crowd 
and the Brown family hospitably 
cared for all who came. Of 
twelve children born to this 
union seven survived, William 
(Billy), Marion Decab, Wade 
Hampton, David J., Amanda 
(Hoodenpyle), Ada (Bynum), 
and Ella (Arrington) survived. 
(See Arrington Biography). 

Wade Hampton (6-8-1860)- 
(2-28-1923) married Lou Green 
Bellew (12-22-1862)-(7-26- 
1948). (See Bellew Biography). 
They had four children Lottie 
(Jones), Dola (Roper), Lon 


Nathaniel, and Arthur Hampton, 
Sr. (3-25-1890)-(ll-27-1971). 
On (7-19-1908) Arthur H. 
married Vila Lee Turner (9-28- 
1891)-(8-16-1966), daughter 
of David (1848-1936) and 
Mary E. (Watson) Turner 
(1854-1894) in Bardwell, Ky. 
Arthur Hampton’s father (Wade 
H.) built them a new home 
in Hickman County, a short 
distance from the Homeplace. 
They lived there until death. 
One son was born, Arthur 
Hampton, Jr. (8-16-1917). He 
married Joyce Bard Brown, 
only child of Erwin and Edith 
(Herring) Bard on (10-6-1938). 
Mr. Brown, a retired farmer 
lives at his father’s Homeplace, 
Route 1, Clinton, Ky. He and 
Joyce are active members of 
Harmony Methodist Church and 
Mr. Brown is a member of the 
Clinton Chapter Masonic Lodge, 
making the fifth generation of 
Masons. They have one child, 
Nancy Carole (7-4-1946). 
On (12-18-1970) she married 
Kenneth Gossum. They had one 
son, Kenley Ryan (6-16-1975), 
who is in the second grade at 
Hickman County Elementary 
School. In 1978 she married 
Gus Albert Wolverton, Union 
City, Tennessee. They live in 
the old Wade Hampton home 
(see picture) near Harmony 
Church. Kenley makes the fifth 
generation to live in this house. 
It was built in 1898 and is in 
the process of being remodeled. 
Nancy attended Murray State 
University and The University 
of Kentucky and is teaching 
Home Economics at Hickman 
County High School. She is a 
member of Harmony Methodist 
Church. Gus attended The 
University of Tennessee and 
Murray State University. He is 
a former Math and Chemistry 
teacher at Hickman County 
High. He is presently and 
engineer for General Tire an 
Rubber Company.

Kentucky 
fruit and 
vegetable 
myths

There are many myths and 
old wives tales concerning fruit 
and vegetable crops that have 
become part of Kentucky lore. 
Several myths that still exist 
today involve grape coloration 
and fall frosts. 

A number of grape growers 
believe that it is necessary to 
pick the leaves off the vine to 
expose the grape clusters to the 
sun so the grapes will color. 
This myth probably originated 
from growers removing leaves 
to improve air-circulation and 
reduce fruit rot. The truth is 
grapes—with the exception of 
the seedless Reliance variety— 
do not need sunlight to color. 
In fact, the fruit will color just 
fine when covered. Home grape 
growers can staple a bag over 
each cluster, which keeps off 
birds, insects and diseases and 
reduces their spray program. 

Frost has a tendency to 
concern many producers. 
Some people believe greens 
become poisonous after a frost. 
Greens like mustard, kale and 
collards actually develop a 
more enhanced fiavor after a 
frost. Cool temperatures slow 
the internal respiration of the 
greens, allowing more sugars 
to accumulate, making them 
slightly sweeter. One exception, 
however, is rhubarb, which 
becomes toxic after exposure to 
a hard freeze. 

Myths involving frosted 
sweet potato roots also exist. 
Many producers believe that 
sweet potato roots become 
poisonous after a frost, but they 
actually just rot. Sweet potatoes 
are warm season crops and 
will not tolerate a vine-killing 
frost. Producers should worry 
about frost injuring the sweet 
potatoes where they attach to 
the vine. This injury prevents 
healing after the sweet potato 
is harvested leading to decay in 
storage.

Major and crew pack 62 shoeboxes for those in need

Some people might not 
start thinking about Operation 
Christmas Child until now but 
Pat Major of Hickman thinks 
about it all year long. “The less 
you pay, the more variety you 
can give and volume you can 
buy,” stated Major. “When I 
see large quantities of items on 
sale throughout the year, I grab 
them.” 

Now in her 15* year. Major 
and her crew are packing 62 
boxes of items for boys and 
girls ages 2 up to 14. Operation 
Christmas Child originated in 
1993 from Samaritan’s Purse a 
Christian Relief and evangelism 
organization led by Franklin 
Graham. 

“The mission of Operation 
Christmas Child is to 
demonstrate God’s love in a 
tangible way to needy children 
around the world, and together 
with the local church worldwide, 
to share the Good News of Jesus 
Christ,” states their website, 
WWW. samaritanspur se. org. 

On Monday, Nov. 5, in the 
Majors’ garage, Pat and her 
crew of Dixie Major, Daisy 
Major, Jackson Major, Mindy 
Major, Carol Major, and Nancy 
Sheehan were busy putting 
the boxes together. Each 
box contains about 20 items 
including school supplies, 
personal hygiene items, candy, 
a hat, gloves, socks, and toys. 
“We put as much as we can fit 
into a standard size shoe box,” 


Over the years they have 
improvised some with the type 
of boxes they use. “At first we 
would use actual shoe boxes,” 
she said. “We covered the tops 
and bottom of them, which was 
time consuming.” 

Last year they ran out of boxes 
when she was able to make up 
75 boxes, so they switched to 
clear plastic containers the size 
of shoeboxes. Major decorates 
each box with Christmas 
stickers. The top of each box 
is labeled with a category 
including boy or girl and the age 
group the box is for. 

Members of Mt. Carmel 
Baptist Church also donate 
boxes to Operation Christmas 
Child. Together they donate 
approximately 200 boxes each 
year. 

The cost to mail these boxes 
to needy children throughout 
the world is approximately $7. 
Once the boxes are complete 
they are processed and taken to 
drop-off/collection points and 
then on to processing centers. 
“We now deliver them to a 
church in Fulton,” said Mindy 
Major. “When we first started 
doing it we took them to Troy 
First Baptist Church and even as 
far as Paducah.” 

Each shoebox is checked 
to make sure all contents are 
appropriate for children. The 
boxes must meet the receiving 
country’s customs requirements. 
Once they pass through customs 


are delivered to 
churches and ministry partners. 

Finally, they are placed into 
the hands of a child during 
lively, fun events for children. 
Creative Gospel presentations 
by local churches and ministry 
partners are also included 
whenever appropriate. The 
boxes are provided to the 
children unconditionally.

The constitutional amend¬ 
ment to allow citizens of Ken¬ 
tucky to continue to have the 
right to hunt, fish and harvest 
wildlife was an overwhelming 
yes of 91 to 10. 

Fulton County High School 
teacher Kim Roberts also went 
over how to register to vote for 
those who will be 18 by No¬ 
vember 2013. 

In 2008, Fulton County held 
a mock election where Barack 
Obama was the predicted win¬ 
ner.

Local and state law enforce¬ 
ment officers weren’t asking for 
candy as they knocked on doz¬ 
ens of doors throughout Henry 
County, Tenn., early Monday 
morning, Oct. 29. 

In the arrest phase of an under¬ 
cover drug sting called “Trick or 
Treat,” a total of 32 officers from 
eight different agencies targeted 
34 suspects wanted on 72 indi¬ 
vidual charges. 

Carrie J. Matzen, age unavail¬ 
able, Hickman, Ky. was charged 
with Sale of Morphine and her 
bond was set at $20,000. 

Henry County Sheriff Monte 
Belew pointed out that this is the 
first time that 20 of the targeted 
suspects have been arrested for 
selling drugs, while the other 14 
are repeat drug offenders. 

“We’re really pleased about 
catching 20 offenders we haven’t 
caught before,” Belew said. “We 
got some dealers we’ve been tar¬ 
geting for a long time.” 


On Sunday evening, Nov. 4, it 
is alleged that shots were fired in 
the vicinity of Moscow Avenue 
and Seventh Street around 9:46 
p.m. Hickman Police Officer 
Phillip Burnett was in the area 
investigating the incident until 
10:13 p.m. with no results. The 
incident is still under investiga¬ 
tion. 


At 4:46 p.m. on Monday, Nov. 
5 six firefighters from the Hick¬ 
man Volunteer Fire Department 
responded to a grease fire in 
the kitchen of Leslie Johnson’s 
home at Lot 2 in the Windward 
Trailer Park.

moving from an ACT model that 
has been focusing on getting 
seniors ready for the ACT test for 
college entrance, to moving to a 
model that advances the Junior 
ACT scores which are part of 
the new accountability model. 
Our juniors (all juniors tested) 
had a score of slightly above 15 
last year while our college bound 
seniors had a score just above 19 
which is the state average.” 

Mrs. PaTrice Chambers noted 
that “GAP (difference between 
two groups) would be a focus at 
the elementary and high school 
levels between free/reduced 
lunch students and non free/ 
reduced lunch students. We have 
well over ninety percent of our 
elementary students in economic 
need.” 

Mr. Bledsoe also noted, “As 
the scores are now rated the 
superintendent will get to review 
and approve the CSIP at the 
school level with the SBDM 
Councils. The Department of 
Education will be assisting with 
follow-up services and reviews.” 

Mr. Craig Turner stated, “Until 
this testing cycle, the focus has 
been on student achievement 
with most of the possible points 
earned on the KCCT test being 
awarded in the achievement 
area. Achievement now only 
counts for 30% of the elementary 
accountability score. The other 
two sections are GAP (30%) 
and Growth (40%). Parents 
can find a great explanation of 
accountability and assessment 
on the Fulton County web page 
under the Superintendent’s 
page.” 

Mrs. Shelly Weatherford, 
Director of Special Education, 
expressed concern that the 
disability students were a GAP 
group. Mr. Bledsoe also stated, 
“The elementary school was 


caught in a peculiarity in the fact 
that last several year’s scores had 
the elementary school progressing 
and in the rewards category; but 
because of the change in scoring 
factors the elementary was 
ranked low this year which lets 
us know that ranking is not the 
whole picture. We have a wide 
river to cross but no one is afraid 
of the challenge of swimming in 
wide, deep waters.” 

The Kentucky Department 
of Education noted some 
facts that include the current 
testing system has tougher 
standards for reading, writing 
and mathematics, and it has a 
higher scoring range for those 
subjects. Accountability scores 
revealed that on the extreme 
ends of the testing system, the 
results did not change greatly. 


The top districts included mostly 
small, independent districts with 
wealthier student bodies, such as 
Anchorage, Fort Thomas, and 
Murray. The lower end included 
the far reaches of the state, 
such as Fulton, Magoffin, and 
Clay counties, which have high 
numbers of low-income students. 
But, it’s the vast middle area of 
the scoring range where most 
districts scored, including 328 
schools statewide that scored 
below 50 points out of 100.

call from him around noon asking if 
I had gotten my fish yet and if I was 
hunting yet. He knew I always eat 
fish for lunch on Fridays when I was 
patrolling.” 

Fulton County Detention Center 
(FCDC) employee Jeff Johnson also 
knew and dealt with Scarborough at 
different times and reiterated some 
of Thomas’ words. “David was al¬ 
ways available day or night anytime 
the jail needed him,” commented 
Johnson. “I once called him during 
the flood about a van load of inmates 
that had got off the levee road a little 
bit and we feared they were going to 
turn over and within minutes he had 
me a wrecker there and hooked up 
without any further incident.” 

Johnson also recalled what kind 
of heart Scarborough had. “He also 
had a very kind heart, he stopped by 
the jail one day and it was the day 
we shaved our heads in support of 
Sheriff Hopper and he sat down in 
Jailer Parnell’s office and let Jailer 
Parnell shave his head so that he 
could be a part of this,” he added. 
“David was just that type of person. 
I feel very fortunate to have gotten 
to know him and I feel very blessed 
to call him a True Friend.” 

Thomas remembers receiving 
a picture on his phone from David 
when he shaved his head to show his 
support for Sheriff Hopper. “When 
we would talk, he would ask if I had 
gotten it done yet,” said Thomas 
about shaving their heads. “I finally 
got mine buzzed, but he continued 
to dodge the bullet for some reason. 
Then that day, he finally let Ricky 
Parnell buzz his head like the rest 
of us.” 

Jeff’s wife Robin, also employed 
at the FCDC added these touching 
words. “On November 1, 2012, the 
world suffered a great loss,” she said. 
“David Scarborough was one of the 
best people I have ever known. He 
always had a smile on his face. He 
loved his job and would do anything 
for anyone. It didn’t matter what I 
needed or what time of the day or 
night it was, he was happy to help. 
He was a great friend to our family. 
He loved life and lived it to the full¬ 
est. This tragedy has definitely made 
me realize how much he meant to 
us. We are sure going to miss him.” 

John Amberg, another member 
of the FCSO, who will miss Scar¬ 
borough adds, “There is not enough 
room in this paper for the memories 
and thoughts I have of David and 
how he touched everyone he came 
in contact with in one way or an¬ 
other. He was the type to give and 
never ask for anything in return. Da¬ 
vid was the type to try anything that 
looked like it would be a challenge. 

“His family always came first in 
everything he did with his friends 
and business following,” continued 
Amberg. “He built his business out 
of his backyard to what has become 
one of the most well-known busi¬ 
nesses in the area serving thousands 


of customers from tires to mechani¬ 
cal and towing, along with anything 
else he could do to help people.” 

Amberg had more than just a busi¬ 
ness relationship with Scarborough, 
they spent a lot of time together re¬ 
cently at Scarborough’s home. “Two 
weeks ago on Sunday he called 
me. As usual, his first words were, 
‘Whatcha’ you doing now?”’ 

“He says he is cooking supper and 
I was to be there at 5 p.m.,” added 
Amberg. “I asked what we needed to 
bring and, of course, he said, ‘Noth¬ 
ing.’” 

When Amberg arrived at Scarbor¬ 
ough’s home, there was a BBQ grill 
he had just gotten and he said he had 
to try it out. “I looked around and 
all the people there were his family 
except me and my wife,” explained 
Amberg. “I jokingly asked if he was 
having a family reunion or what and 
he grinned and said, ‘Yep and Ryan 
should be here in a few minutes.’” 
Amberg commented that they en¬ 
joyed some good chicken, bologna 
and fries, along with the company, 
on that Sunday afternoon. 

“I was at his shop Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon (October 31) and asked him 
if he and the kids wanted to come 
over and eat chili and sandwiches,” 
he said. Scarborough’s reply was, 
“Nope, gonna take the kids out on a 
trailer and trick or treat. Josh wants 
to go one more time before he gets 
too old.” 

Scarborough then told Amberg 
the following story, “Josh would be 
the first to a house and if they had 
the “GOOD” candy, he would take 
his mask off and get in the back of 
the line and get more.” 

Amberg also recalled some of the 
trips they took together. “Of course, 
I’ll never forget the hunting trips or 
the trip down Current River in the 
Redneck Raft,” he said, “or the late 
night meetings of the towing busi¬ 
ness or the lunch and dinner dates 
we shared.” They also spent time 
discussing how to solve the world 
problems together and just laughed 
together. 

“Since Lee Ann called a little 
before midnight on Wednesday and 
told me what had happened and what 
I needed to take care of,” remarked 
Amberg, “I still can’t believe it. I 
told David Thomas and Teresa (Am- 
berg’s wife) that Sunday just didn’t 
seem like Sunday because my phone 
didn’t have the familiar words of 
‘Whatcha doing now’ or ‘What are 
we getting into today.’ You can bet 
there is a place in my heart where his 
memories will always be cherished 
and his smile kept alive.” 

“David always had a smile on 
his face,” said Teresa. “He had 
the sweetest smile, his eyes even 
smiled. David always put his fam¬ 
ily and friends first. He never knew 
a stranger.” 

Teresa recalls a fond memory. 
“He invited us to go camping at Cur¬ 
rent River,” she said. “When we got 


there, he was so excited to show us 
around, and show us his new camper. 
When it was time to go floating he 
had everything we needed. He tied 
all of us to his boat. As we floated 
down the river, he played music. We 
sang along and even sort of danced 
to YMCA. I will never forget that 
day.” 

He knew the importance of work¬ 
ing hard. “After a motor vehicle acci¬ 
dent (MVA) he would always check 
on everyone and make sure we were 
okay,” continued Teresa. “He would 
always find a way to make us laugh, 
get our minds off what we had just 
seen or dealt with. 

“When David was repairing a fire 
truck, he had John to show him how 
it worked, saying he just might need 
to know one day,” she added. “Well, 
he did. There was a MVA he came 
upon in Missouri, he helped to get 
the people out of the car, then helped 
the fireman with the fire truck. Never 
thought about his safety, just jumped 
right in and did what needed to be 
done.” 

“David never did a job half way. 
He gave 100% plus more. But then 
that’s how he did life,” Teresa noted. 
“David was a one of a kind. He will 
be missed by all of us.” 

“How do you describe somebody 
who was more like a family member 
than an associate,” Fulton County 
Sheriff Bobby Hopper stated. “I 
think God placed David on this 
earth, to show people what a giv¬ 
ing man was all about. He touched 
so many. I could call David anytime, 
about anything and he was ready to 
do whatever I asked. He was a great 
friend. There will never be another 
man like him. I respected him as a 
businessman and a friend but I loved 
him like a son. I will miss him.” 

“If you went to the candle light 
vigil, wake or the funeral service 
you can see how many peoples life’s 
he touched,” noted Thomas. “Don’t 
know the exact number of people 
that went to the wake but there was a 
long line of people from the time they 
opened until they closed. The funeral 
possession was approximately two 
miles long, which included approxi¬ 
mately 20 wreckers, 20 emergency 
vehicles, and approximately 70 per¬ 
sonal vehicles. We put a post about 
his accident on the FCSO facebook 
page the day of the accident; to date 
there has been almost 14,000 people 
that have viewed it and around 1,000 
comments and likes. 

“I hope that people realize the 
dangers that emergency personnel 
face each time they are out of their 
vehicles and on the roadways. When 
you see emergency light please slow 
down and move over, use extreme 
caution, “ added Thomas. “David 
was a true friend that I miss very 
much. Please continue to pray for 
Leeann, the kids and the rest of his 
family.” 

“You will be missed ‘Little Bud¬ 
dy,”’ concluded Thomas. 
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
